In  coaauni cations  to  ARRL  and  to  their  representa¬ 
tives  in  Congress,  Asateurs  are  running  up  verbal  "hur¬ 
ricane  warning". flags  regarding  the  Electronic  Cosauni- 
cations  Privacy  Act  of  1985,  S.  1667  and  H.R.  3378. 

"Small  craft  warnings"  would  be  far  sore  approp¬ 
riate:  The  bill  indeed  requires  sose  attention  fro®  the 
Aaateur  coasunity,  but  it  poses  far  less  threat  to 
Aflateurs  than  sose  people  think. 

More  next  month,  but  for  now  be  assured  that:  f 1 ) 
The  bill  does  not  propose  to  outlaw  phone  patches;  (2) 
It  would  not  sake  posession  iby  anyone)  of, -any  kind  of 
equipment  illegal;  S3)  The  bill  can't  possibly  reach 
the  House  (or  the  Senate)  for  a  vote  before  February  or 
later;  and  (4)  ARRL  is  working  closely  and  personally 
with  Cofisittee  staff  to  smooth  out  rough  spots. 

ARRL  had  been  asked  to  testify  at  V  Deceaber  5 
hearing  scheduled  by  the  House  Subcommittee  on  Courts, 
Civil  "Liberties  and  the  Adainistration  of  Justice  on 
the  Electronic  Cossunications  Privacy  Act  of  1985,  but 
that  hearing  will  probably  be  rescheduled  to  January  29 
or  30  of  next  year.  Bhenever,  ARRL  will  be  there. 

Bhy  was  the  hearing  rescheduled?  It  was  preempted 
by  the  Chairaan  of  the  full  Judiciary  Ccsusittee,  Peter 
H.  Rodino,. Jr.,  D  -  New  Jersey.  The  Judiciary  Coraittee 
had  received  a  1400  page  report  on  doings  at  the  Envi¬ 
ronmental  Protection  Agency,  and  on  a  procedural  point 
it  was  insisted  that  the  entire  report  be  read! 

Hrote  ARRL’s  Basbington  Area  Coordinator: 

“Part  way  through  the  reading,  after  an  hour  or 
so,  however,  a  coflprosise  was  struck,  waiving  the 
reading...  so  sose  useful  purpose  could  be  accomplished 
by  the  hearing.  None  of  this  is  gersane  to  our  work;  I 
aent ion  it  because  I  was  fascinated,  and  also  to  show 
that  the, cancellation  of  the  hearing  on  the  Privacy  Act 
was  not  part  of  scae  deep  dark  plot  by  the  Cellular 
TelecoMunications  Association  to  muzzle  Radio 
Aflateurs!"
